Winnipeg, Aug. 1.—A stock exchange cable from St. Peters- 
burg says that the German ambassador there has been handed his 
passport. 

A London cable over a stock wire says: “It was reported here 
from authentic sources today that Germany is, proceeding to mobilize 
her army to the fullest extent and the utmost activity prevails in offi- 
cial quarters. Owing to the fear of capture no German ships will be 
permitted to leave Rotterdam, several of them which were to leave 
today with a heavy list of passengers having to discharge their loads 
and prepare to lay in harbor for an indefinite time.” 


London, Aug. 1.—King George has sent an urgent message to 
the Russian emperor in an effort to avert war. f 

When the news of King George’s intervention with the Russian 
emperor was conveyed to the German embassy here it elicted the re- 
mark that it “tended to revive hope.” 


Rome, Aug. 1.—The Messagero todays says that the German 
ambassador has informed the Italian government that Germany has 
gent simultaneous ultimatums to Russia and France, 


Berlin, Aug. 1.—It was officially announced that the limit of 
Germany’s ultimatum to Russia expired at noon today. 

Rome, Aug. 1.—The German government in its ullimatum to 
Russia asked her to suspend her mobilization within 12 hours. 

In the demand sent by Germany to France the government at 
Berlin requests France to inform it within 18 hours whether in case 
of war between Germany and Russia, France would remain neutral. 

The German ambassador to Italy is also asked to be informed as 
to Italy’s attitude in the event of war between Germany and Austria 
Hungary on the one side and Russia and France on the Sther. : 

The Marquis Di San Guilianio, the Italian foreign minister, said 
he would reserve his reply until he had consulted Premier Salandra. 

The Messagero declares that as It is not a question of a defen- 
sive war on the part of Germany and Austria Hungary, the other two 
members of the triple alliance, Italy has decided to confine herself to 
pointing out to her allies that her treaty obligations with them do not 
oblige her to take up arms in the present crisis and that she will re- 


main neutral. 


Vienna, Aug. 1.—The official Gazette announces that Emperor 
Francis Josepf has ordered a general mobilization of the army and 
navy and has called the landstrum to the colors, owing to the mobi- 
lization ordered by Russia. 

The Gazette adds that the action taken by the emperor has as 
always, no aggressive tendency, and is solely in the nature of a pre- 
cautionary measure for the indispensable protection of the monarchy. 


Berlin, Aug, 4.—The North German Gazette, the official organ 
of the government, says that after the Russian Emperor had given the 
order for the mobilization of the entire Russian army and fleet. Em- 
peror William sent a final telegram to Emperor Nicholas in which he 
made it clear that his responsibility for the security of the German 
empire compelled him to adopt defensive measures. 

The German Emperor continued that he had gone to the utmost 
limits in his efforts to preserve the world’s peace and that the he le 
sibility for the calamity threatening the world did not rest on him, 
He declared that he had always been faithful in his friendship to the 
Russian Emperor and the Russian people and that the peace o Europe 
could still be maintained if Russia would cease to threaten Germany 
and Austria Hungary.

Duke of Connaught Probably 
Will Offer the Benefit of 
His Experience, 


Ottawa, Aug. 1—That Canada will 
follow the example of New Zealand 
and other overseas dominions and send 
a formal offer of aid to Great Britain in 
the event of her participation in a gen- 
eral European wuar is belleved to be 
certuln tonight. On the arrival in the 
capital tomorrow morning of Sir 
Itobert Borden, an emergency meeting 
of the cabinet will be held at which in 
nll probability a cable offer of as- 
sistance will be drafted and sent to 
the war office. 

According to rumors here tonight, 
Cunada will offer to send from 10,000 
to 29,000 men without delay and more 
at a later date if they are required, At 
the militia department some of the of- 
ficers are on duty night and day and 
as soon as Britain declares war, Ad- 
jutant General Williams will set the 
mobilization machinery {in motion. 

In the event of war, it is belleved that 
his royal highness the Duke of Con- 
naught, who has had much experience 
as a soldfer and who was at ono tine 
chief in command of the Briush forces, 
will return to Ottawa to give the-milllf4 
department the benefit of his ex- 
perience and advice It is believed that 
in the event of the empire being 
seriously threatened, the Canadian 
contingents will be Hmited only by the 
ability of the militla department to 
equip the forces, 

It would be the first to supply ald for 
the Mother Country. In Canada there 
are many batterles quite efficient 
enough to give a good account of them- 
selves anywhere and they could 
probably be despatched with greater 
celority than the larger infantry or 
cavalry regiments, Nothing of an 
absolutely definite character in regard 
to what Canada is likely to do can be

to suspend business for a time. 


New York, Aug. 1—The problem of 
transporting thousands of reservists and 
volunteers for military service in the 
Austro-Hungarian army today js con- 
fronted acting consul general Winter. 

Acting under orders from the Vienna 
government all temporary arrange- 
ments for sending reservists to Austria 
were suspended yesterday, About 700

MAYOR MTNAMARA 
COURTS CALLING 
PROPER MEETING 


City's Chief Executive Reon 
to Letter Demanding His 
Resignation, 


CALLS ATTENTION TO 
NULLIFYING ACTION 


Ready to Vindicate Himself 
Concerning Everything of 
Which He ls Accused, 


Courteously replying to the demand 
of tho citizens’ meeting of July 24, of 
which he was advised a few days later, 
that hoe retire from the office of mayor 
of Edmonton, Mayor McNamara hays 
addressed a letter to the secretary, In 
his letter Mr. McNamara calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the action of the 
meeting of July 24 in demanding a 
resignation, nullified this action Just 
before adjournment by adopting a 
resolution that the meeting was not 
regular and instructing the committee 
to call a meeting in conformity with 
the procedure laid down in tho city 
charter, If such meeting is called, and 
the mayor courts such action, Mr. Ma- 
Namara states that he will vindicate 
concerning everything of which he has 
been accused. The letter to the secre- 
tary of the committee follows: 

“Mayor's office, Edmonton, Alta, 

July 81, 1914. 

“H. 8. Hegler, Esq., Edmonton. Sir, 
I have your letter of the 25th Instant, 
which would have been answered 
sooner had {t not been for sickness in 
my family and stress of city business. 

"In this letter you &sk, on behait of 
the meeting held in the McDougall 
Methodist church on the 24th instant, 
that I should resign as mayor of the 
city. Without commenting on the lu- 
dicrous nature of this demand, I 
would draw your attention to the fol- 
lowing resolution that was unanimous- 
ly passed at this same meeting, which 
is as follows: 

“*That this meeting, in view of the 
irregular manner in which {it was 
called, in that !t is not in accordance 
with the provisions of the Edmonton 
city charter, hereby instructs the com- 
mittee which called such meeting, to 
have a petition signed by thirty of the 
electors, demanding the mayor to call 
a public meeting for the discussion of 
this subject.’ 

“This practically nullifies the pro- 
vious motion upon which you frame 
your demand. When those for whom 
you are acting have carried out the 
instructions given them at thelr own 
meeting, I shall only be too pleased to 
call such meeting and vindicate there- 
at my every action since I took office.

Nand holding a revolver was thrust 
through. 
Before M. Jaures could make a 


move he received two bullets in the 
back of the head. Without uttering 
even an exclamation, he fell forward 
and expired with his head on the table. 
Crowds Cry For Revenge. 

The report of the shot startled the 
diners and passersby, and the assassin 
was captured, In his pocket was an- 
other loaded revolver. The police res- 
cued him from the crowd, which 
shuuted: 

“Assansin, death to the assassin.” 

Tho body of the noted deputy was 
placed {n a city conveyance which, 
surrounded by weeping comrades and 
friends, proceeded through the strects 
to his home, followed by a detachment 
of republican guards. There were 
shouts of “yive Juares,” and similar 
shouts by some tn the crowd, and in 
front of the office of L'Humanite and 
in the boulevards when the news be- 
camo generally known. 

Tt is reported that the assassin first 
telephoned to the restaurant, which 
wis a_i favorite dining place of M, 
Jaures, to ascertain If he was there, 

Had Opposed War. 

M, Juares had returned here yester- 
day from Brussels, where he attended 
the international socialistic conference 
to protest against war. His campalgn 
against war ts thought possibly to have 
had sore connection with his mur- 
der. 

One of the eye witnesses to the 
shooting says the assassin of M, Ju- 
ares declared after he had fired: 

"fT did it because Juares fought tho 
three first years” (the three years 
military law). 

The government last night took no- 
{lee of the crime by ordering a procla- 
mation aligned by Premier Vivianl, 
posted on tho walls of Paris, It de- 
nounces the murder of M. Juares and 
counsels the people not to give way 
{(o agitation and throw the city into 
disorder, 

Believed Mentally Unbalanced, 

Later the assassin declared: 

‘If 1 have committed this act it 1s 
because Jaures betrayed the country 
{In leading the campaign against the 
three-year military law. I belleved 
one must punish trattors and if 1 can 
give my life to such a cause I shall feel 
my duty has been accomplished.” 

Villain declared he did not belong 
to the revolutionary or reactionary 
leagues, but simply acted on his own 
account, and decided to slay M, Ju- 
ares. He sald he was a student of 
archaolosy, He added that his mother 
had been in an insane asylum for 20 
years, 

The police believe Villain !s mental- 
ly unbalanced. He will be examined 
by allenists. 


GERMAN WAR SHIPS 
PATROLING BETWEEN 
SWEDEN AND JUTLAND 


Copenhagen, Aug. 1--A German 
squadron, crulsing off Langeland, in 
the great belt, is stopping all vessels to 
investigate thelr nationality and the 
destination of their cargoes, 

German torpedo boats have been ob- 
served near Gledeser and in the Cat- 
tegat. and German warships are patrol- 
ling between Sweden and Jutland, 

A big Russian squadron has been 
seen outside the Danish island of 
Rornholm, In the Baltic. 

Denmark has called out all persons 
liable for active service, purticularly 
for protection of the coast. 

Cable and telegraphic communication 
between Denmark and Germany has 
been suspended by Germany without 
notice to Denmark. Telegraphic com- 
munication to many places in Germany 
has also been suspended. 

All the editors of the Danish papers 
at Hadersieben, a seaport of Prussia, 
In Schleswig, have been arrested by 
the German authorities and imprisoned 
in the fortress.

CEASE MOBILIZING 
SAYS AMBASSADOR 


Paris, Aug. 1.—The Temps yesterday 
related details of the conversation be- 
tween Count Von Pourtlaes, tho Ger- 
man ambassador, and Sergius Sazan- 
off, the Russian forelgn minister, in 
St. Petersburg yesterday, Count Von 
Pourtlaes first asked if, in case Russia 
were assured Austria would not retain 
any territory conquered in Servia, Rus- 
sla would stop her mobilization, To 
this he replied: “No.” and sald that 
Russia could not permit the “execu- 
tlon” of Servis, whlch had been an- 
nounced by Austria. 

Count Von Pourtlaes then asked 
Sazonoff under what conditions Russla 
would cease mobilizing. M. Sazonoff 
angwered that any question of this sort 
must first be asked at Vienna, which 
had committed acts of war and made 
declaration which determined Russia 
to mobilize, 

The conversation did not continue 
any further. 

The German government, on receipt 
of Count Von Pourtlaes’ report, ac- 
cording to The Temps, did put itself 
into communication with Vienna, 
which, up to that time it had refused 
to do, but, to be exact, Germany af- 
firmed that {f {it was not exercising 
pressure nor having recourse to me- 
dilation, but was elmply asking for In- 
formation; nothing else.

Ottawa, Ang. 1—The militia depart- 
ment is a scene of feverish activity, 
the offices being kept open night and 
day.

PEOPLE OF WARSAW 
BITTERLY OPPOSED

Warsaw, Aug. 1—LBy well informed 
persons here the situation is regarded 
as most serious, although the town in 
reneral is quiet as usual, With a 
view to averting a financial panic and 
except a Cearth of gold, a committee 
of the stock exchange wired the fin- 
auce ministry for ussisiance. The 
state bank refused to discount local 
bills, The bank is under the conrol 
ot the military authorities, Traffic 
has veen suspended. No passengers 
are allowed to leave Warsaw or any 
part of Russian Poland for Austria, 
No demonstrations have been made 
and laboring; classes have just return- 
ed to work after the recent general 
strike. 

Citizens on holidays are hurrying 
back home before communications are 
closed. All officers and men returned 
fron summer quarters. Troops are be- 
ing rapidly despatched to strategic 
points, Government gold and state pa~ 
pers are coming {nto Warsaw under a 
strone convey from all Folleh provin- 
clal cities. From here the treasure 
and documents are being forwarded to 
St. Petersburg and Moscow. There 
are rumors of a general mobilization 
and it was expected it would be = an- 
nounced last night. 

It cannot be said people here are In 
favor of war. The financial and In- 
dustrial crisis caused by the attitude 
of the state bank and the militariza- 
tion of the public works has been the 
means of arousing much disquiet 
among the middle classes. The pros- 
pect of war comes very near home to 
some of the Polish families. In many 
caxes some of the members of the fa- 
mily have heen called upon by Austria 
while others have served under the 
colors of Russia.

Some one has said that street cars 
are cheap enough, but not good enough 
except only for the man or woman 
who goes to work in the morning and 
comes home at night, and the shopper 
who takes a jaunt down town in the 
middle of the day, and for such times 
as exhibitions, ball games and other 
things when people will do anything to 
se what's going on, 

On the other hand taxies are too 
expensive a necessity to use more 
than three or four times a day, for the 
ordinary man on a salary, They are, 
of course, the very thing for comfort 
and luxury, if a man is in a hurry and 
wants what he wants when he wants it. 

But there has grown up an incessant 
demand for the happy medium between 
what might be called these two ex- 
tremes—something possessing at least 
some of the advantages of the luxurious 
taxi, with the cost and- nothing else 
resembling the street car, 

This happy medium has been found, 
it is believed It will not do away with 
either the city’s street.car system or 
with the King Edward Taxi stand, but 
it will at the same time fill a place 
which has been vacant, in Edmonton at 
least, for some time past. The City 
Transfer company has brought it 
here—a kind of motor bus, One is here 
already and was the object at which 
hundreds of curious eyes gazed at on 
the streets of the city and on the road 
to St. Albert yesterday afternoon, when 
it was given atrial run, with A, B. 
Potter and L. A. Smart In charge and 
abuut 20 of the city’s business men 
along for company. Another is expect- 
ed any day over the Canadian North- 
ern railway, from Preston, Ont., where 
they are anade, 

Like most other good things, these 
motor-buses cannot be described ade- 
quately, It must be seen—or, in this 
case, ridden in. Edmontonians will get 
lots of chances to ride in them, to 
places to which there are no other con- 
venient ways to get, except walk. Mr. 
Smart announced yesterday that they 
already had a contract with the Ed- 
monton Canoe club to run seven excur- 
sions a week at least to the club's 
headquarters st St. Albert, They will 
also haul the population to the Country 
club and to such other places as they 
may wish to go, 

One welcome trip they intend to 
make is from the center of the city to 
the station of tit Edmonton, Dunve- 
gan and B, C, railway, northwest of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific yards at Calder, 
which is so far the nearest point that 
road has made arrangements to run its 
trains to, although it 1s announced that 
passenger service between the city and 
Sawridge will start on the first of next 
month. 

It is expected to meet all passenger 
trains of the other three railways run- 
ning into the city, connecting with the 
hotels, and to make regular sight-see- 
ing tours every day of the city and 
vicinity. But perhaps the most wel- 
come thing it will do for the public will 
be to make trips to such places as St. 
Albert, where weekly regattas and 
other events are held, and to which 
there are no other forms of cheap 
transportation, 

Everybody who took yesterday's trip 
enjoyed themselves to the very limit. 
Joseph Julien, proprietor of the Royal 
hotel at St. Albert, and he who origin- 
ally put gin in fizz, was host from the 
time the party reached the town till 
they left, except during the time the 
trip was made up the river and lake, 
past the Canoe clubs boat house.

The premier has answered the de- 
mands of the labor classes for the call- 
ing for a recessed chamber evasively, 
saying he would be willing to consider 
the matter if the need arises, 

Moderates Urge Calm, 

The Moderates urge calm, saying all 
is ready to meet the worst if it comes, 
but that the government is still work- 
ing with England’to avoid a European 
catastrophe. 

Foreign travelers, mainly American 
teachers, are hastening to depart, 
making the express companies and 
other agencies busier than at any time 
in the full tourist season, 

Dated July 28, and delayed in trans- 
mission, has come tonight a despatch 
from Rome stating that public opinion 
in Italy grows more and more unfavor- 
able to Austria and that much popular 
resentment has been caused by the ar- 
rest at Zara of Mayor Cingria of Ra- 
kua and another Austrian-Itallan. 
There were troubles at Trieste dur- 
ing the ordered mobilization, as the 
Italians who were called under arms 
were hot in denunciation of the Sla- 
vonie soldiers for causing an,unpopu- 
lar war, Fighting occurred in the bar- 
racks, In which rifles were fired, and 
feveral soldiers were wounded before 
peace was restored, 

The government put out a call on 
the people to keep cool, but to prepare 
for unpleasant developments at any 
moment, since war has been declared 
by Austria, 

The socialists are scheduled In this 
Cespatch to hold a big anti-war meet- 
ing the following night, but the nation- 
flists are said to support the govern- 
ment in its own guarded attitude. 

Pleads With Youth. 

Riceitto Garibaldi, son of the na- 
tlonal hero, has issued an extraordinary 
pppeal directly to the youths of Italy, 
calllag on them to note that Austria's 
attitude is based on false ideas and is 
Quite opposed to the principles of mod- 
ern national liberty, It sets forth that 
Austria's grabbing of Bosnia was an 
outrage which Servia was justified in 
opposing in any possible way. It is 
further declared that <Austria’s reac- 
tionary attitude may now threaten 
Itallan liberties at any moment. 

In the name of his illustrious father, 
the author of the appeal then goes on 
to urge the youth of the country to join 
patriotic societies and to form new 
ones, the motto of each shall be: 
“Every nation shal] be master in its 
own country.” 

Dangers and Difficulties. 

A member of the military staff says 
Austria's invasion of Servia is fraught 
with difficulties and dangers owing to 
the intense enthusiasm of the Serbs 
Rnd the heterogenous character of the 
Invading army. 

Ile points out an entire lack of rail- 
ways, roads and provisions In the in- 
terlor, and the almost impossibility of 
transporting heavy artillery south- 
Ward, while the Serbs, who are in the 
Mountain gullles, can massacre large 
numbers with small forces of their 
own. 

Near the Danubian valley, he said,

Even then 
horses must be cooled: down and 
groomed in readiness for the night, be- 
fore the weary men may relax and 
seek thelr temporary couches under 
the same roof as the horses. Break 
of day finds them again astir, and an 
hour or more is spent In drilling be- 
fore breakfast and the ‘“‘commence- 
ment” of their day's work. 

Then to turn to the horses. A splen- 
did class of horses will take part In 
this. musical ride—16 high class sad- 
dlo horses, kindly loaned by gentlemen 
of the city. Each horse has been 
trained according to some individual 
theory, but {individual theories must 
bo abandoned when it comes to a unl- 
form performance. Therefore, from a 
musical ride standpoint, all the horses 
are green. The horses are all new to 
military tactics, and have to be train- 
ed {n every movement. 

Men and horses are doing splendidly, 
however, and, when the exhibition 
week dawns, so fine will be their per- 
formance, that even should a slight 
error occur, Jt will be covered up by 
the beauty and grace of the whole. 

if his ride had been put on by any 
permanent corps, thero would have 
been hundreds of horses to choose 
from, and the detachment would havo 
spent from six weeks to two months 
practicing; but the Alberta dragoons 
have something less than three weeks 
to train, and a troop of green horses. 
The men themselves have only a few 
hours each day to devote to drilling, 
tho morning and evening hours of a 
day otherwise busy. 

The troop consists of 16 horsemen
